Grand Jury Investigating Re- 


port It Was Disguised 
as Beef. 


HOUSTON, Tex., June 2 (UP)— 
A county grand jury is investigat- 
ing reports that horse meat was 


disguised as choice beef and sold 


through school cafeterias to Hous- 
ton students. 


The Houston Press said it had 
learned that horse meat had been 
sold to the school system at fancy 
prices. 

At Austin, Dr. George W. Cox, 
state health officer, said an in- 
vestigation was under way by his 
department. 

A butcher at a Houston meat 
company said the horse meat 
came frem New Jersey in barrels 
bearing green labels. He said he 
was instructed by his superiors to 
scratch out the label.

ARMY-AIR FORGE ARABS SAY TRUCE WILL FAIL 


TO NEW RECORD 
Of $6,736,000 mo 


Steadily in Sixth Month 
After End of Federal 
Curbs—Reserve . Board 
Acts. 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP) — 
Americans went $1,282,000,000 
deeper in debt on the installment 
plan during the six months since 
time-payment controls died last 
November. 

A Federal Reserve Board re- 
port show today that install- 
ment credit for retail buying 
reached the highest point in his- 
tory, 36,736,000, 000, at the begin- 
ning of May. 

Total consumer credit also 
reached a record high of $13,596,- 
000,000. This also includes charge 
accounts and loans repayable in 
a lump sum, neither of which: has 
been under government control 
for 17 months. 

$213,670,000 a Month. 

It was in the installment field 
that on-the-cuff buyers piled up 
debt fastest — at an average of 
$213,670,000 for each of the first 
six months after dealers were left 
free to fix their own terms on 
down payment and length of time. 

The average monthly increase 
had been only $166,330,000 for the 
previous 12 months under controls. 
These generally had required a 
down payment of one-third and 
repayment of the balance in 15 
months. 

A new survey indicates that one 
of every four American families 
will overspend its income “heav- 
ily” this year, ‘using credit or sav- 
ings if necessary. 

Those who bought goods on 
credit last year doubled the num- 
ber in the year before, and 3,000,- 
000 more families reached the 
verge of debt stage dy cashing 
out their last savings bonds. 

During the first six months of 
unrestricted time payments, credit 
for buying autos on the install- 
ment plan went up $71,000,000 a 
month. The May 1 total was $1,- 
476,000,000. 

That total was catching up fast 
with credit for installment buy- 
ing of such items as furniture, 
radios, refrigerators and washing 
machines. This figure. rose an 
average of just under $57,000,000 
a month to a total of $1,665,000,000.

The committee heard testimony 
Nast week that such elections are 
bogging the board down in its 
work, and present special difficul- 
ties in such industries as the 
building trades and moving pic- 
tures. It decided, however, to let 
stand the Taft-Hartley Act provi- 
sion that unions must win an elec- 
tion before they can bargain for 
a union shop. 
. Most members of the committee 
feel, it is understood, that the bur- 
den of these elections on the 
NLRB in a nonrecurring phe- 
nonenom. The peak of this load 
should be reached by fall, they 
believe, and thereafter will de- 
cline. 
Twe bills before the committee 
would have eliminated the neces- 
sity for these elections, leaving the 
union shop question as oné to be 
disposed of by the collective bar- 
gaining process. Yesterday’s com- 
mittee action, taken in executive 
session, makes certain that these 
bills will die. 
Welfare Fund Question. 
The perplexing question of em- 
ploye welfare funds, made all the 
more troublesome by controversy 
over the coal miners’ fund and the 
strike it occasioned, is being 
studied this week by the commit- 
tee. 
The committee received testi- 
mony yesterday from three repre- 
sentatives of management, who 
did not agree among themselves, 
and from the executive vice presi- 
gent of a large union in which 
such a fund has been well estab- 
lished and operated without criti- 
cism. 
Among the various questions 
raised, the basic one is whether 
unions should be permitted to bar- 
gain on the welfare fund issue, or 
whether establishment and main- 
tenance of these funds should be 
left to voluntary acts of generos- 
ity on the part of employers. 
In a recent case inyolving the 
Inland Steel Co., the National La- 
bor Relations Board held that 
employe welfare plans were part 
of working conditions, and that 
‘an employer must, on request, 
‘bargain with a union over that is- 
gue. The board did not say an em- 
‘ployer had to agree to any such 
plan; only that it was a fit sub- 
ject for bargaining. 
Industry Spokesmen 
Two of the industry spokesmen 
heard yesterday were together in

The law provides, 
however, that in welfare funds es- 
tablished subsequent to that date 
certain standards must be ob- 
served, and the funds must be ad-.

State Department Drafts 
Tight Supervision Lack- 
ing in Past as Result, It 
Says, of Congress’s 
Miserliness.

WASHINGTON, June 2 — To 
avert future mischances such as 
those of the “know North Amer- 
ica” programs, which were beamed 
to Latin America by the National 
Broadcasting Co., the State De- 
partment hopes on July 1 to adopt 
a new system under which it will 
be possible to control “Voice of 
America” material before instead 
of after it is put on the air. 

During the fiscal year 1948, in- 
cluding the current month of 
June, the department has had fa- 
cilities for checking outward- 
bound transmissions after and 
during broadcasts. Advance super- 
vision is still limited chiefly to 
Russia, its satellite states, China 
and Korea. 

It is planned to lock the stable 
with the sfart of the new fiscal 
year. But in the meantime the 
horse escaped. The door through 
which the offending matter gained 
liberty is charged by the depart- 
ment to a miserly congressional 
appropriation of $100,000 for moni- 
toring its own productions and 
those of two commercial! networks.

Program of Reforms.

“In the final analysis, there are 
two basic alternatives,” Denny 
said. “The first is to re-establish 
complete private operations. The 
other is complete Government 
operation. Congress must choose 
between them.” 

Denny said that as long ago as 
recommended 
that all international broadcasting 
operations be unified in a Gov- 
ernment-controlled foundation. 
He renewed the recommenda- 
tion and made the lease offer of 
N. B. C. stations. But he said 
N. B. C. is willing to go ahead 
broadcasting under contract with 
the Government if Congress wants 
it that way.

The court ruled that the pro- 
posed - litigation | involved a “pri- 
vate grievance,” and would be 
contrary to public interest and 
welfare by impairing proper man- 
agement of the state N cor- 
rectional institutions. 

Justice Leedy’s Dissent. 

Chief ustias C. A. Leedy Jr., 
differed with the majority in a 
sharply worded dissenting opinion, 
asserting the issue was of great 
public importance and should be 
settled on its merits. 

“I do not regard the proposed 
ab tg as being merely one 
between individuais for the re- 
dress of a private injury or to 
settle a private grievance, as the 
percuriam (court's opinion) treats 
it,” he declared.

An Early Size-Up. 

Moreover, says Ickes, he made 
this unflattering size-up of Wal- 
lace in his diary as far back as 
June, 1938, and his views were 
shared by such intimates of 
Franklin Roosevelt as Thomas 
(Tommie the Cork) Corcoran and 
Harry L. Hopkins. 

Ickes relates that at a dinner 
at his home, attended by Hopkins, 
the latter disclosed that Wallace 
had asked him to line up with 
other presidential advisers in urg- 

Roosevelt to oust Ickes on 
the ground that Ickes “leaked 
confidential information to favor- 
fte reporters—a charge which 
Ickes makes haste to brand as 
absurd. 

„Honest Harold” then quotes 
Hopkins as insisting that Wallace 
reveal “whether he was trying to 
force out one of the few liberal 
members of the cabinet. Wallace

Treatment of Reporters. 

Ickes, possibly touched on a sore 
spot by the accusation that he 
gave inside information to certain 
reporters, goes to some length in 
clarifying the point. 

„The almost universally un- 
friendly press that I had during 
my thirteen years in office,” he 
recounts, “was of itself pretty 
good evidence that ] was no pipe 
line for confidential news to any 
newspaperman. I had neither a 
kept columnist nor commentator. 
I was -not lavish with cigars or 
bourbon whisky, as were some of. 
my administration associates, or 
with expensive entertainment, in- 
cluding the use of a well-staffed 
and elaborately furnished house 
over weekends or for longer peri- 
ods. 
“I did not promise to produce 
automobile tires during the rub- 
ber shortage. I was not even a 
source for extra gasoline. I en- 
joyed my press conferences, and 
I had a high regard for most of 
the correspondents to counter- 
balance the contempt that I felt 
for a certain few. I dealt with 
newspaper gatherings as I myself 
had wanted to be dealt with when 
I. sat on the other side of the 
table. I never felt that newsmen

standing that it would not estab- 
lish a precedent, Wallace, at a 
Cabinet meeting, turned to Ickes 
and exclaimed: “That is a fair 
compromise, Harold.” But, says 
Ickes, he alone remained adamant- 
ly opposed to the idea, and suc- 
ceeded in blocking the sale. 

Ickes reveals that he had a num- 
ber of intimate conversations with 
Roosevelt regarding Cabinet 
changes after Germany went on a 
war rampage in 1939. The Presi- 
dent told Ickes in one session that 
some columnists had been “harp- 
ing” on the thought that he take 
into the administration Republi- 
cans like Herbert Hoover, Arthur 
H. Vandenberg, Robert A. Taft, 
young Henry Cabot Lodge, and 
“even Dewey.” Ickes relates that 
he warned Roosevelt this was an 
attempt to build up a Rgpublican 
candidate for the next presiden- 
tial election, and the President 
agreed. 


Landon and Woodring. 

Nevertheless, Roosevelt looked 
with particular favor on the idea 
of naming Alf Landon as Navy 
Secretary and Frank Knox as See- 
retary of Commerce. Ickes told 
the. Chief Executive he thought 
the order should be reversed. In 
the end Knox was made Sécretary 
of the Navy while Landon, whom 
Roosevelt had badly beaten in the 
preceding presidential election, 
was never offered any post “after 
he had given, in bad temper and 
worst taste, an interview to news- 
paper reporters from the front 
steps of the White House, follow- 
ing a session with the President.” 

Roosevelt’s appointment of 
Harry Woodring of Kansas as 
Secretary of War, Ickes continues, 
“created a bad taste in the mouth 
of several of the people” close to 
the President. Woodring, he ob- 
serves, had campaigned actively 
for the post, and Roosevelt named 
him as a temporary. political ex- 
pedient. Later, Ickes proposed all 
kinds of devices for “getting rid 
of” Woodring, most of them too 
blunt for Roosevelt. 


“Some more time was to elapse,” 
Ickes went on, “before Woodring 
finally found himself on the out- 
side. How the President, who 
above all things hated to dismiss 
a man, finally screwed up his 
courage I do not know, but finally 
the thing happened, and Wood- 
ring’s good sportsmanship toward 
the man who had given him two 
political rewards beyond his des- 
serts—that of Assistant Secretary, 
and then Secretary of War—wrote 
the President a letter of resigna- | 
tion which has never been. made 
public. . 
I have never doubted that Mr. 
Woodring deliberately wrote a 
resignation that could not be made 
public, although, in effect, he 
practically dared the President to 
give it to the press.

Back to High Tariffs? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The current effort of the Republicans 
' respecting the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act is consistent with their tradi- 
tional party cuncepts, The present at- 
‘tempt. to extend that act for only one 
year is an obvious plot to kill the whole 
reciprocal trade program. This is based 
on the assumption of congressional Jead-- 
' ers that a Republican election victory is 
inevitable. After the year, high tariff 
rates will probably be restored. 

The situation today is analogous to 
our position after the first World War. 
We are following in our old footsteps 
and ignoring our past experience. 

After World War I very high protec- 
tion was resumed in spite of the credi- 
tor status which the United States had 
assumed during the conflict. The emer- 
gency Tariff Act of 1921 and the Ford- 
ney-McCumber Tariff Act of 1922 in gen- 
eral undid the moderated duties of the 
Underwood Tariff of 1913. As a result 
this country’s trade during the 1920s was 
regulated under schedules similar to the 
high Payne-Aldrich ratés of 1909. 

When the depression of 1929 came, 
Hoover's first move was on the tariff 
and resulted in the prohibitive rates of 
the infamous Hawley-Smoot Act of 1930. 


These tariffs, which went into effect 


when the United States still occupicd 
its prominent creditor position in inter- 
national finance, made it difficult, if 
not impossible, for our debtors to pay 
their obligations. 

The Act of 1930 authorized the Tariff 
Commission to recommend to the Presi- 


dent the raising or the lowering of any 


duty. However, it was used mainly to 
raise duties. In two years 20 foreign 
governments passed retaliatory meas- 
ures. 

The consequences of this series of 
events were first seen in the widespread 
adoption of exchange control, quantita- 
tive trade restrictions, and regulated 
national economic systems. The trend 
toward national self-eufficiency became 
accentuated after 1932. Between 1929 
and 1932 our nation suffered the sever- 
est decline in foreign trade among all 
the nations. 

Today, more than after World War I, 
the fate of the peace depends on the 
establishment of the unhampered move- 

ment ef goods and services throughout 
the world. Up to now the United 
States has substantially championed a 
program of such design. However, the 
ominous echoes of the old-line protec- 
tionists are once more reverberating 
through the halls of Congress, and un- 
fortunately they are falling on rather 
Teceptive ears. 

To return to proved fallacies will- only 
cause a recurrence of those catastrophes 
which erupted in 1929 and 1939, but on u 
larger scale. When will we abandon 
our Janus-faced policies?

Mr. Taft is thinking in terms of political ad- 
vantage, as well as being honest and thorough 
about the Republican record, but it is legitimate 
for him to do so. There is no doubt that the 
Democrats will have an embarrassing time when 
it comes to writing the civil rights plank, though 
their embarrassment might be relieved by the 
failure of the Republican Congress to pass the 
measures recommended by the President. Mr. 
Taft’s kind of platform would be in better case 
if he could point to Republican performance in 
this matter. 

On the whole, the country will welcome a 
platform that does not deal in glittering gener- 
alities, or in windy commonplaces, or in beauti- 
ful but meaningless tributés to political virtue. 
Even a restatement of ‘the basic Republican 
creed would not be enough, because it can al- 
ways be twisted to mean whatever anyone wants 
it to mean. 

The Democratic platform of 1932 has often 
been cited as a masterpiece of brevity and as a 
fine statement of organic principles. But by and 
large that platform was an outline of Jefferson- 
ian philosophy, and contained little or no inkling 
of what the New Deal was to be like. And cer- 
tainly the New Deal, no matter how beneficial 
it was to the people in general, was not derived 
from the philosophy of Thomas Jefferson. In 
fact, it was at opposite poles to that philosophy, 
which is often summarized in the line that the 


best governed nation is the one that is governed 


least. 

No doubt if Thomas Jefferson were alive to- 
day, he would have revised his political creed 
in accordance with the revolutionary changes 
that have taken place in all forms of life. But 
the fact remains that the 1932 Democratic con- 
vention wrote a platform that was obsolete the 
moment Franklin D. Roosevelt became President. 

However disappointing and misleading have 
been party platforms of the past, there is no ex- 
cuse for perpetuating this kind of trickery. The 
party platform should be explicit enough to tell 
the voters what kind of government they will get 
if they support that party’s candidate. It should 
represent a bond of honor between the party 
and the voters. If it is sincerely and wisely writ- 
ten, it should be faithfully carried out by the 
successful candidate and his party. That is the 
kind of thing that is called responsible party 
leadership—a lofty conception too often violated 
in this country. 

So we hope Mr. Taft has his way and that the 
forthcoming Republican platform will take its 
stand specifically on the fundamental questions 
before the country.

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An Incomplete Answer 
Although it has refused to accept a suit of the 
ousted Missouri State Training School Board 
against the legality of the new board, the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court has ruled in effect that 


Gov. Donnelly was within the executive's con- 


stitutional rights when he dismissed the old 
board without a hearing. 

Since the opinion was concurred in by five of 
the seven Judges, this doubtless will end the 
effort of the old board to obtain a thorough air- 
ing of the issue and the respective rights of 
state board members and the Governor under 
the Constitution. 

It will not pass without notice; 83 that 
the two members of the court who did not agree 
with the citation as to the Governor's authority 
are Chief Justice C. A. Leedy Jr., and Judge 
Laurance M. Hyde. The Chief Justice went so 
far as to say that the suit of the old board was 
not to be regarded merely as redress for pri- 
vate injury, but “involves a matter of transcen- 
dent public importance, demanding a speedy de- 
termination.” 

We believe as does Chief Justice Leedy. That 
was our position when the suit was filed and we 
still think it would have been better to have had 
the question satisfied by a full-dress hearing 
before the court and a commensurate decision. : 

As it is, this important question is left hanging 
open and it may be necessary to battle it out 
again under other circumstances. Medntime, it 
is to be hoped that the lesson has been learned: 
summary executive action which dismisses pub- 
lic bodies without a hearing and without a show- 
ing of failure to perform their duties has no 
place in democratic state government.

Phone Rate Increase in Disguise 

In several weeks of hearings before the Public 
Service Commission, Southwestern Bell has 
failed to make its case for an increase in tele- 
phone rates. So now we see the beginnings of 
an effort to obtain by indirection what proved 
too difficult for a frontal attack. 

‘The new move would take the form of a shift 
to telephone subscribers of taxes on the com- 
pany’s gross receipts. In St. Louis the.levy on 
telephone rates is 5 per cent and comes to more 
than $800,000 a year. This is more than twice 
the total increase which Southwestern Bell asked 
from telephone patrons in St. Louis. 

The 5 per cent tax on telephone receipts has 
been collected in St. Louis since 1884. In the 
64 years since that time, this tax has been dis- 
counted in the rates charged, and there is no 
reason now to disturb the fixed pattern. If 
there has to be a rate increase, it should be 
made frankly and openly so that everybody will 
know exactly what is happening. There should 


be no disguised increase by shifting taxes from 


the telephone company to its patrons. 

When the rate increase petition was filed last 
fall, this was the view of Southwestern Bell it- 
self, as far as St. Louis and Kansas City are con- 


. cerned. It was requested that in smaller cities 


any tax in excess of 2 per cent of gross receipts 
should be shifted to subscribers, but St. Louis 
and Kansas City were specifically excepted. 
They were excepted, among other reasons, be- 
cause, by the telephone company’s own figures, 
these cities already are paying tates which pro- 
vide more than their fair share of Southwestern 
Bell’s profits in Missouri. Although many small- 
er cities and towns collect only a 2 per cent re-

Because her European customers cannot pay cash, Canada had to 
restrict American imports or go bankrupt; it fears being ground 
between Russian-American power politics: a Canadian pleads for 
closer economic union without trespass on political independence.

Canadians have quietly entered the great- 
est crisis of their history, and. Americans 
do not suspect what is happening in a na- 
tion more directly important to them than 
any other in the world, the strategic land 
mass lying directly between them and the 
Soviet Union, On Nov. 27 last the Cana- 
dian Government admitted the economic 
crisis by clamping down embargoes on 
American imports. 

Politically, Canada is the product of a 


world now dead, or in a state of suspended 


animation. When the control of the world 
was divided between about half a dozen 
great nations in rough balance, the net of 
power was loose enough to let small na- 
tions grow according to their individual 
geniuses. In such a world, Canada en- 
joyed a growth entirely unique. But when 
the world falls under the controt of two 
hostile giants and the net of power is sud- 
denly drawn tight, little room .is lett for 
independent smal! states. 


Canada and Europe 0 


We see now that if the mills of the twin 
gods ever grind in eirnest, Canada will be 
one of the grains between milistones. 

The economic emergéncy arises from the 
same general cause, the collapse of the 
world community. 


Canada has, always lived by trading in 


that community. To use its resources to 
the best advantage, it sold far more than 
it bought. in Europe, thereby accumulating 
a surplus of money. It bought far more 
than it sold in the United States, accumu- 
lating a money deficit. 

In a multilateral world it could change 
its surplus European money into dollars 
and pay off what it owed to the Americans. 
But when Europe no longer could pay for 
Canadian goods in cash, and when, at the 
game time, it had to import more than ever 
from the United States to fuel its expanded 
industrial machine, then Canada was head- 
ing straight for national bankruptcy. 

We would have gone broke within a few 


months if thé Government had not restrict- 
ed American imports, arranged its first 


American loan and waited for the ERP to 
provide its European customers with cash. 


British-American Plan 


The answer must be considered in rela- 
tion to polities, economics and intangibles. 
In all of them the answer will be given 
mainly by Canadians but, in very large 
measure, by the United States, 

To live between the rival pressures of 
Britain and the United States it has be- 


come a sort of national middleman, a mas- 
ter of compromise and conciliation. It 


sought and found a middle course between 
the giants of the prewar world. 

This experience will be useful in the fu- 
ture but not between the new giants, for 
in their contest we have already chosen 
sides irrevocably as we were forced to do 
by geography, as we insisted on doing by 
conviction: It ig ini this new situation that 
the United States can most effectively in- 


‘fluence our political future. 


Given our ability to manage our own 50. 
litical system, we require a clear under 
standing and acceptance of our destiny as 


a nation truly independent not only in form 


but in fact. Win the United States avoid the 


natural temptation to push around a small 
neighbor essential to its own safety and al- 
ways a major factor in its strategic calcu- 
lations? Will it realize, in short, that a 
strong Canada is essential to its own 
strength and that Canada will be strong- 
est in total independence, weakest if out- 
side interference brings résistance, antag- 
onism and domestic disunity? 


Will We Buy Enough? 


Economically the answer is simpler and 
both nations will share it about equally. 
Since it cannot expect to earn enough cash 
in Burope to maintain its old volume of 
exports there—that is, in proportion to its 
greatly expanded production—Canada will 
try to increase its exports to the United 
States. Here it has heen buying twice as 
much as it sold and hence the current dol- 
lar shortage. To bring this trade into 
something like ‘balance two things are 
needed—increased production of the things 
the United States can use, and increased 
willingness in the United States to buy. 

The Canadian Government has taken 
control over all industrial expansion so that 
imports of American capital goods may go 
mainly into industries that can sell in the 
United States. The United States has gone 
far in the Geneva trade treaties to open its 
markets to Canada. But these measures 
are far from adequate, 


Marshall Plan Partner 


The Canadian government, therefore, is 
seeking again the reciprocity plan, the 
drastic over-all reduction in tariffs which 
the Canadian people, in the worst error of 
their history, rejected in 1911. When that 
project comes to the point of decision, after 
the presidential election is out of the way, 


the United States must consider that in the 


short term Canada will be the one major 
partner in supplying goods to Europe un- 
de? the Marshall plan, but not unless Cana- 
da overcomes its dollar shortage; that in 
the long term a prosperous and steady Can- 
ada is important to the United States; and 
that Canada is its largest market and holds 
five billion dollars of its investments. 

Two other things need to be understood. 
First, Canada is not seeking an exclusive 
customs union with the United States, such 
as is favored by some prominent American 
statesmen of the protectionist and isola- 
tionist school, That would mean inherit- 
ing American tariffs against the world, it 
might damage Canada’s overseas markets 
and it would certainly transfer Canada’s 
sovereign. economic policy from Ottawa to 
Washington, 

Second, the economic integration of this 


continent, delayed for more than a cen- 


tury by stupidity on both sides of the line, 
does not imply a later political integration. 

‘When it comes to the intangibles the an- 
swer must be all Catiada’s. In a word, is 
the instinct of Canadianism strong enough 
to stand the new political and economic 
strains?

An Italian Admiral’s Story 

ADMIRAL FRANCO MAUGERI: FROM THE ASHES OF 

DISGRACE, edited by Victor Rosen. (Reynal & 

Hitchcock, New York, 376 pages, $4.00.) 

Presentty, the Chief of the General Staff 
of the Italian Navy, Admiral Maugeri served 
in the last war as the director of the Ital- 
ian Naval Intelligence until the armistice | 
of September 1943, and thereafter as the 
léader of an underground information cen- 
ter in Nazi-occupied Rome. In these key 
positions, the admiral took a crucial part 
in naval engagements, and in the most en- 
citing undercover adventures such as es- 


sion of Gen. Maxweil 
D. Taylor in Rome to 
arrange for the land- 
ing of the American 
Eighty-second Air- 

» borne Division, and 
the underground's 
desperate struggle 
against the Gestapo. 
The book contains 
some néw material 
and a good deal 
which is littl known here. For most read- 
ers, the author’s narrative of the sinking 
of two British battleships in Alexandria by 
a handful of Italian sailors will be a new 
story. Even though never — con- 
firmed by the British Navy, the episode is 
substantially true. When Adm. Sir Charles 
Morgan decorated Lieut.

Among new stories disclosed by the Ad. 
miral is Mussolini’s recital to him, then his 
captor, of how the Russians tricked Hitler 
by selling him a faked mobilization plan 
and then, in order to impress its authentici- 
ty upon the Germans, shooting their own 


agents who allegedly had given it away. 
* * - 


Less new is his criticism of the Allied 
handling of the armistice and of their cam- 
paign in Italy. Equally critical words are 
spoken of Badoglio. The King is formally 
indicted by the Admiral, otherwise such a 
thoroughly disciplined sailor. The book be- 
trays also the author’s own mistakes, some 
candidly admitted, others perhaps not yet 
understood by him. 

In addition to its historic value, the book 
offers interesting material to any student 
of human psychology as re ting a 
typical portrait of a professional officer of 
a traditionally monarchi¢ navy forced by 
an honest appraisal of the facts to admit 
the wrong of his commander-in-chief (the 
King), to vote against him, and to fight his 
own countrymen. In the period of the re- 
construction, when, the Admiral succeeded 
in salvaging the port of La Spezia. where 
the Nazis had sown about a hundred mines 
and where 342 ships were sunk, he showed 
outstanding professional ability as well as 
considerable diplomacy in his. handling of 
Communist workers, of monarchist sailors, 
of Jewish DPs on hunger strike against the 
British refusal to let them go to Palestine. 
Nevertheless, the same episodes reveal some 
of the Admiral's limitations, a sort of Navy 
complex, of failure to understand that work- 
ers and peasants have the same rights as 
any other human being. 

The editor would have. been better ad- 
vised not to insert the short chapter on 
Italian history, which seems quite out of 
plate in this type of personal account of 
the Admirals own experience. As such, 
the book makes easy, interesting and often 
fascinating reading.

It is arguable that a summary 
of the news from the press asso- 
ciations should be broadcast, and 
that the Government could facili- 
tate such broadcasts. But I do 
not believe that this country can 
conduct an official propaganda of 
ideology, doctrine, and opinion. 
For this country, being truly a 
free country, does not have any 
such thing s an official ideology, 
an official doctrine and an official 
set of opinions. 


Too Big a Job. 


But even if it be granted that 
the Government needs to conduct 
such a propaganda, then it ought 
not be the Department of State 
which does it. The department 
should always speak for itself. No 
one, not Borgia and Gandero, 
should be allowed to speak for it, 
not even if Borgia and Gandero 
are being “supervised.” If the 
department speaks for itself, it w.il 
know what it is saying. It does 
not know, in the nature of things 
it can never know, what the Voice 
of America is saying. 

The only scripts that the depart- 
ment ought to have to 
do with are speeches, statements, 
press interviews dealing with for- 
eign affairs that come directly 
from the White House and the 
department through authorized of- 
ficials. To supervise effectively 
even those scripts is a big enough 
job for the department. 

And if it confined itself to doing 
that job as well as it can, it would 
not be in endless trouble because 


it has bitten off more than it 
can chew.

jalmost all income groups, and I 


want to see action on all parts 
of this need.” 

Stassen made it clear that he 
favors a dual program for cop- 
ing with the housing problem — 
public housing, federally subsi- 
dized, for low-income tenants, and 
Government help for what he 

led the “general market.” Un- 
dér the kind of program he out- 
lined in his book only the latter, 
not the former, was contemplated. 
The program suggested in the 
book called for expenditure of a 
billion dollars a year by the Fed- 
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eral Government for big-scale, na- 
tion-wide construction of homes. 
Sale of such homes would be 
to the highest bidders, with the 
expectation that the Government 
would absorb some loss in the 
course of acquiring sites and erect- 
ing the dwellings, under Stassen’s 
plan. There would be no tax 
exemption. This plan manifestly 
would not meet the requirements 


for public housing for the low- | 


income group. 

Local housing authorities, such 
as that in St. Louis, which build 
and operate public housing, are 
created by state law or local or- 
dinance. In the case of St. Louis, 
a Missouri enabling statute was 
enacted in 1939 and the authority 
was established by the Board of 
Aldermen, This and similar agen- 
cies operate through contracts 
with the Federal Public Housing 
Authority, which supervises them. 
They charge rents within the 
means of their tenants, but since 
their operating and capital costs 
exceed this income, they draw 
subsidies from the Federal Treas- 
ury. They are exempt from taxa- 
tion but pay substantial service 


fees to the city in lieu of taxes. | 


Op “Ickes Type.” 
The idea of the St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority and the other local 
authorities is fine,” Stassen de- 
clared. Where we are dealing 
with public housing, it should be 
by such local authorities, not by 
the old Ickes type of management. 
I don’t consider I have altered my 
position as to public housing, be- 
cause I have always favored it. 
I supported such local authorities 
in Minnesota when I was Gov- 
ernor.” 


Stassen said he was willing to 
support construction of public 
housing to the extent the need for 
decent shelter for the low-income 
group existed, remarking, “Ob- 
viously, my thinking isn’t limited 
to the 500,000 units of the T-E-W 
bill.” He said there should be a 
“fairly substantial volume“ of pub- 
lic housing erected annually, but 
that he would be inclined to sug- 
gest as a limit that this volume 
should not exceed, say, 20 per 
cent of all housing construction at 
any given time. Pausing for some 
quick mental calculation, he said 
there still would be opportunity for 
the Government to back “several 
million” dwellings units in public 
housing.
